Petrograd, July 21.— The recent 
disturbances in Pet rograd w ere in­ 
stigated 
by a gen ts of the German 
governm ent, said P rem ier K erensky 
in a m essage to th e sailors .at Revel, 
H elsingfors and other ports.

new prem ier appeals to all D em o­ 
crats to stand by the provisional g ov ­ 
ernment. 
His m essage reads: 
‘It 
has been established w ithout 
a doubt that the disturbances w ere 
organized by a gen ts of the German 
governm ent. 
“The disturbances now have been 
suppressed com p letely and the ar­ 
rest of tho leaders and those guilty 
of the blood of their brot hrs 
and 
crimes aga in st the governm ent 
and 
the revolution 
is proceeding. 
Ar­ 
rests also are being made am ong the 
sailors w ho acted contrary to their 
civic and m ilitary duties. 
“ I appeal to all true sons of dem o­ 
cracy to rally around the provision­ 
al governm ent and the Democratic
